In opening his address Dr. Ami gave 
a brief sketch ot the oxtnnt of know- 
ledge, now existing concerning the 
habitations, customs and manners of 
pro-historic man. . Prehistory, about 
which comparatively little is known, 
laated until seven thousand years ago. 
The ?tone Ace can he divided into 
three periods, the Kolithic, the Paleo- 
lithic, and the Neolithic, relics of 
which arc belnc constantly found. Dr.- 
Ami exhibited a number of stone im- 
plements collected by himself during 

: the past summer, among them curl- 

, ously shaped flints, stone fist-Ham- 
iners, and various deadly looking wea- 
pons. In the space of a few months, 
he said, he had collected hundreds of 
these, many of them being found from 

i^ightoen to twenty-five feet uelow the 
surface of the soil.

Among the first slide which he show- 
ed were views of pro-historic oaves 
in the sides of the mountains In thu 
region of Mentonc, near the. border Htm 
between Fiance and Italy. In these 
leaves a great many valuable remains 
I have been discovered.

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DO SOME STOOP SO LOW? 



The miti-term examinations avc over but there is an un 
pleasant odour pervading the campu* atmosphère, an odour wrncl 
is sickly and nauseating, and one which must be cleared away 
quickly if McGill's undergraduate body is to keep a clean bill of 
moral health. The source of this pollution -lie? in the fact that 
there arc some students at present in this university, who are so 
morally crooked that they arc wiling to use extremely shady 
methods to pass their examinations. Yes, you may well start with 
surprise and you, the unsophisticated and blissfully ignorant, may 
shake your head in unbelief, but the spot is there and during the 
past few days it has become painfully black on a white back 
ground. 

The fact that undergraduates cheat their way through for i 
degree is something that is not new, either in this college or in 
others. But we are sometimes apt to forget this fact and by 
mcntaliy going to sleep, unconsciously condone corruption in our 
midst. And there are those who sleep with one eye open. How- 
ever, the jar has been fe.lt and there are some at least who are 
awake to the facts and are extremely disgusted. One prominent 

^undergraduate, after finishing a recent test, stated that he ha 
seen several examples of men cribbing, not merely for the sake 
of- .passing, but for the purpose of obtaining honours. Other ru 

Ï mours have emanated from still different sources and from casual 
inquiries w e have sufficient evidence to fiimly believe the truth 
of the accusations. And believing them wc would hasten to pro- 
pose a remedy, which if applied would cleanse the present situation. 
The action need not come from the authorities, for the system 
is not at fault: nor need it come from the general public. This 
is the business of the student body and as long as we tolerate "the 
existence of classroom dishonesty, it will exist in greater proportions 
than it would otherwise. ]f we stamp on the evil and stamp on it 
with force, some of the offenders will be cured or get out; and 
those, aftdr all. are the alternatives. \ 

But though w e know that there are students who; are not 
strictly honest, we can thank heaven that their numbers are few, very 
few. But the blemish is on the scutcheon and it is up to us. as under- 
graduates, to try and erase it. so thit not ,tt>e~sltgbe»t indication 
of this disfigurement will remain. Our attempt may be futile but 
at least we can trv.

of a. giant eoven feet eight inches tall, 
and tha.t of an elephant -which had 
been roasted and eaten ore among the 
most Interest ing. The skulls found 
hore aro of the Cromagnon typo. 

The interiors of several of these 
cavas wero then shown in detail, re- 
vealing the different layers of rock 
containing remains of the varions 
ages, in these ca.vcs Interesting re- 
lics can si 111 bo picked up. Two of 
tho most famous are Ihe "Cs.vorne des 
Knfajits" and ihe "Ca.vcrne du Prince," 
which lia.vo contributed vnlua.ble ad- 
ditions to anthropological lore. Most 
of the relics from I hose ca.vcs have 
been transferred to the Museum of 
Anthropology at Monaco. 

A serios of very Interesting slides 
showed pictures of somo of Ihe rod; 
shelters which wero used a great dca.l 
by the ancients, and In which a wealth 
of valuable material lias beep uucarlh- 
or. -These rock shelters were, 
formed cither naturally by over- 
hanging rocks, or else by artificial 
methods. To-day mujiy of the 
peasants build their cottages rlgl|l. 
up against the sone cliffs, fol 
lowing the precedent of ihelr pre- 
historic ancestors. In this way (hey 
live in the very midst of the renin inn 
of tlio pooplo of the » topo ffies. In 
some of the houses the fowl aie 
scratching up pieces ol flint which in 
the eyep of Ihe arçljoojogjsl arc price- 
less.

Meeting at the Residence of 
Dr. Colby, Founder of 
the Club 

The discussion of the two greatest, 
problems confronting Canada to-dny. 
Imperialism aid Immigration made 
last night's meeting of the Historical 
Club, held at the residence of Dr. 
Charles W. Colby, probably the moat 
outstanding mid most Int.eredtlnR of 
thin season's meotlnmi. "Canada arid 
Ihe Imperial Conference" wan the sub- 
ject of 11 clear and able paper read by 
V. O. Rose of Art» '211. white O. 
Campbell Wmlnworlh H.A., of the 
Hrnduate School spoke eloquently upon 
Canada,' s Immigration Problem. Uur- 
Ing tho discussion at tho close of the 
meeting. II. 1C, Jones gave n. short 
talk eummlng up somo of his views on 
the two grent. quotitlonf- 

Doctor Colby, who twenty-nine 
years ago founded tho Historical Club 
ol Mct.MII, was unable, to be present, 
util. Mrs. Colby rccclvod tho members. 
A cold turkey dinner was served ut 
the conclusion of the iipceches, the 
table being tastefully decora.ted with 
Iho McCiill colours. 

K. l"i. Boss traced briefly, yet clear- 
ly Iho history of British colonial re- 
lut ion», dealing chiefly with the dif- 
ferent Imperial Conferences and In 
parliciilMS* with Canada's part in these 
conferences, in the earlier years, the 
speaker showed, there had been con- 
siderable conflict between Uie colonial 
Idea of an alliance and tho Mother 
Coiintrjts Idea of a.n Imperial federa- 
tion. But that idea or a federation 
which do away with the autonomy of 
the separate colonies has died. At 
Versailles, Canada, and her; sietcr 
dominions ranked a.n equal* with the 
United Kingdom, and at the recent 
conference of colonial minister*. « 
common understanding was reached 
with regard to Britain'* foreign policy. 
•Britain's policy to-day ia not a 
policy of one man or ono government, 
but the policy of a commonwealth of 
it nlted nations," stated the speaker in 
conclu»! 0». 

Wadsworth pointed out tho great 
problems of Immigration facing Can- 
ada, paying particular attention to the 
north-west, In which he mil especially 
Interested. He showed how. immigra- 
tion Into Canada from the day* of the 
French regime, has always ^iad an 
artificial »*peet, that it was only 
through government persuasion that 
people come to this country. 

He dealt ably with the mistakes 
which ha.ve been made both by the 
people and Iho government; showed 
the wonderfnl work being dens by the 
schools In giving to children of diverse 
races, and faiths, Canadian ideals; 
and con«Iuded by stating that the 
people of Canada to-day were aroused 
to this great prohlem and tHat the 
government seemed now to be about 
to do something of valus. 

"emigration" stated R. K. Jonee. 
"rather than immigration, should be 
considered." He showed the appalling 
results of the exodus of Canada's best 
into the States; declared that, an em- 
bargo should be placed on imlpwood 
nd other natural prod nuts, and an 
attempt made lo obtain rtrltleh vainer 
than American capital. Speaking on 
the importai rpieatton. .lone* elated 
that a. vigorous, definite,. Imperial out- 
look must, .he ostahllehed in Canada lo 
noitl era ct ihls country's drift towards 
annexation with the United States. 
Ill Ills opinion tho Labour government 
although It reject* protection will do 
nothing which will alienate Canada 
from the Mother Country. 

Van Vllol, last year's president of 
the club was proaent and addressed 
tho meeting, referring especially to 
the artiricuU aspect, of our Immigration 
policy.
